Allowable Subject Matter 
1 . The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: the prior art of 
record, alone or in combination fails to teach or fairly suggest, an apparatus for measuring the 
gas volume fraction process flow flowing within a pipe, the apparatus comprising: determining 
the slope of an acoustic ridge in the k-w plane, in response to at least two sound measurement 
signals, to provide a sound speed signal indicative of the speed of sound propagating through the 
process flow, and that determines the gas volume fraction of the flow, in response to the sound 
speed signal.
